The allegations concerning payoffs to Congressman 
Powell in connection with labor bills before Congress, as well 
as the allegation concerning kickback to Powell by his steno- 
graphic reporting company, have not been substantiated. We 
did develop, however, that the president of the stenographic 
reporting company made cash campaign contributions of $1300 
to Powell in 1964 and 1966. This information was furnished to 
the Department and on 7/3/67, the Department asked us to check 
appropriate records at the House of Representatives to see if 
Powell reported these contributions and to conduct inquiry as 
to ultimate disposition of the funds in question. This most 
recent request of the Department is being handled expeditiously. 


In line with a recent request from the Department, 
we have completed interviews of a representative number of 
immigrants concerning the possibility that Powell benefited 
financially from introduction of private bills on behalf of 
these immigrants. All of the persons contacted advised they 
dealt exclusively with private attorneys to obtain extensions 
for the time they could stay in the United States or for 
assistance in becoming permanent residents. All emphatically 
Genied knowledge of any financial benefits received by Powell 
in connection with the private bills he introduced. In 
accordance with the specific request from the Department, the 
law firms representing these immigrants are not being contacted 
pending a review by the Criminal Division of the information 
furnished by the immigrants during our inguiry.

DUNN stated that later that same night, ADAM 
C.AYTON POWELL came aboard the “El Pescado II" to find out 
what time the DUNNs would be departing in the morning, and 
also to edvised them that there were two other individuals 
in his party who would be traveling to Nassau with then. 
POWELL asked the DUNNs if they had had dinner and when he 
was advised they had eaten, he offered to buy a drink for then. 
This offer was declined. When POWELL first came aboard the 
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"El Pescado II", he was accompanied by some man who apparently 
drove POWELL to the pier, possibly a taxi driver. 


Mrs. DUNN stated after her husband, JOHN S. DUNN, SR., 

while aboard the SD boat, had originally agreed to 
give POWELL a ride to Nassau, the told Mr.and Mrs. Woe 
DUNN that POWELL was a controversial congressman representing 
the colored area of New York City. She advised her husband, 
Mr. DUNN, did not know POWELL prior to the time he offered 
to give POWELL the ride to Nassau. After he learned of 

'g identity, he was very concerned because he had 
offered to give POWELL the ride. As a matter of fact, he 
slept very little that whole night because of the incident. 
He finally resolved this question in favor of keeping his 
promise to POWELL and taking him to Nassau, because he felt 
his failure to do so might lead some people to believe that 
DUNN was discriminating against POWELL because POWELL was 
e Negro. Mr. DUNN felt this would be a bad impression for 
ea Texan to give. For that reason alone, DUNN decided to go 
ahead as agreed with POWELL instead of making some excuse 
as to why he could not take hin. 


On the following morning, about 7:30 or 8:00, 
POWELL, his traveling secretary, CORRINE (last name unrecalled), 
and a male (name unrecalled), described as short, dark, 
and quiet, came to the "El Pescado II" along with about six 
pieces of luggage. At about 9:30 or 10:00 AM, that same 
morning, the “El Pescado II\; departed from Chub Cay for 
Nassau. During the trip, POWELL dominated the conversation 
and consumed about one fifth of vodka. — 


When the "El Pescado II" errived in Nassau, the 

"8S United States" was docked there. POWELL told the DUNNs 
at that time, that he wanted to look at the ship because he 
had been a passenger on the ship sometime before. After , 
the "El Pescado II" was docked at the Nassau Harbor Club fier, 
‘¢Romsone plugged in the ship's telephone to the telephone © 
receptacle on the pier. POWELL called someone in downtown 
Nassau to come and get him and give him a ride downtown. 
Later, in response to that call, a group of colored people 
came and picked POWELL up and took him downtown. ‘ 
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POWELL made one other call from the ship's telephone 
which was plugged into Nassau Harbor Club switchboard at 
that time. This other call was one which he made to the 
White House, Washington, D. C., to talk to JACK VALENTI. 
Mrs. DUNN recalls POWELL knew the telephone number of the 
White House and apparently knew VALENTI very well. 


Mrs. DUNN stated that the captain aboard the 
"El Pescado II" in February of 1965, and at the present time,

started to work on this vessel in January, 1965, speaks no 
English, and is no longer employed by the DUNNs because 

he left about three or four months ago.

With reference to the last paragraph of your letter 
of May 22, 1967, you refer to my letter of May 16, 1067, andpage = - 
five of your March 27, 1967, letter. In this regard, tt should be 
noted that your letter of March 27, 1967, set forth the results of 
a review by the Criminal Division of the committee hearings in this 
matter and defined three areas involving possible violations of 
Title 18, United States Code, Sections 287, 371, and 1001. These 
three areas covered questionable travel by committee and noncommittee 
personnel, possible committee payroll abuses, and accounting for 
expenditures while on foreign travel. 


In line with your request, we reviewed the available 
material to develop evidence to corroborate the apparent irregularities 
and for information as to logical leads to develop each apparent violation. 
At the same time, we are and have been alert for any other instances 
of questionable activity within the three areas specified by you. 


In this regard, we have developed additional possible 
travel irregularities. These travel irregularities involve two trips 
to Miam{, Florida, in the early part of 1965 by Congressman Powell, 
Corrine Huff, and two others. On one of these trips these persons 
were guests for a week aboard a fishing boat owned and operated by 
the Southern Conference of Teamsters. On another occasion they 
epent a week at the Castaways Motel, Miami, Florida, at a cost of 
nearly $600, including charges for fishing trips. These costs were 
paid by a public relations man from Miami, Florida, who has advised 
that this was strictly a personal gesture on his part.

In connection with charges in Congress 6-1-67, that the Justice 
Department was dragging its feet in the investigation of Congressman 
Adam Clayton Powell, the Director inquired as to whether we have 
finished our investigation of Powell. 


K will be recalled that the Department by letter 3-27-67, initially 
requested Bureau investigation into three specific areas regarding 
activities of Powell, namely: (1) Misuse of committee funds for personal 

travel, (2) Employment of Mrs. Powell on Congressman Powell's office 
staff during a period when she allegedly performed no duties, and (3) False 
reports as to expenditures of foreign-exchange currency by Congressman 

| Powell and two of his aides. We pointed out to the Department in letter 


5-16-67, and again in letter 5-26-67 (attached), that scope of Bureau's 
investigation in this case was as specifically defined and requested by the 
Department in its initial request of 3-27-67. These letters also advised 
that any additional information as to possible violations outside these three 
areas coming to our attention would be furnished to the Department for j 
consideration. 


As to our investigation of travel irregularities, we are presently be 
being hampered in our primary investigative efforts by the refusal of various 
i key witnesses to talk tous. Further, congressional records needed to 
4complete inquiry into travel irregularities are not available to us except

Various interviews, including Mrs. Powell, 
have established that she performed no official duties for Congressman 
| Powell from about August, 1965, through January 1, 1967. 


With respect to false reports by Powell and two of his aides as to 
expenditures of foreign-exchange currency, the Department asked that we 
establish the requirements for reporting these expenditures and the signifi- 
cance of these reports to the operations of the Congress, Our investigation 
showed that Powell and his two aides submitted reports accounting for only 
some $10, 000 of the $20, 140.12 advanced to them. The reports were 
perfunctorily filed because they were required for publication in the 
Congressional Record and, according to Congressional sources contacted, 
had no effect on the operations of Congress, This item of investigation 
has been completed, and reports have been furnished to the Department. 


On 5-15-67, we referred an allegation to the Department for its 
consideration that Congressman Powell received payoffs in connection with 
labor bills before Congress and kickbacks from a stenographic reporting 

| company in connection with transcripts of testimony of congressional hea rings 
purchased by labor unions. Department by letter 5-22-67, requested 
investigation of this matter. .The persons involved in this allegation have

RESULTS OF OTHER INVESTIGATION: We have developed several 
Instances In which Congressman Powell and his staff members 
traveled between Washington, D. C., and New York City or 
Washington, D. C., and Miami, Florida, for personal reasons. 
Travel was charged to the Government as official business and . 
some of this travel was performed under assumed names. These 
travel irregularities include three separate trips in 1965 BE) 
by Powell, Corrine Huff, and others for fishing 
expeditions on boats provided to Powell through the courtesy 
of the Southern Conference, International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters Union, owner of the boats. 


We have established through interview of Mrs. Powell 
and collateral investigation that she performed no official duties 
for Powell from about August, 1965, to January, 1967, during 
which time some 3.000 was charged as sal payments to her.

We have also conducted extensive investigation regarding 
allegations that payoffs may have been made to Congressman Powell 
in connection with Labor bills before Congress as well wm an 
allegation that a stenographic reporting company utilized by 
Powell's committee may have made kickbacks to Powell. A thorough 
inquiry did not substantiate these allegations but we did learn 
that the stenographic reporting company made cash Campaign con- 
tributions totaling $1,300 to Powell between 1964 and 1966. We 
have checked appropriate records at the House of Representatives 
as well as the New York £ »> Election Bureau. ‘53
